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The BUSY BODY. 
The Flat-bettomed Boats. A Vifion. 

FTER the little excurfion men- 
tioned in my laft paper*, I re- 
turned home, full of thofe pa- 
triot thoughts with which I con- 
cluded that Eflay. When 1 had 
got within doors, the firit thing 

that called my artention was the depredation, 
which puerile triumph had made on my peruke. 
Finding that 1 bad loft only one of my ties in 
honour of the conquefts of my country, I con- 
foled myfelt with a retrofpective view of the fuf- 
ferings which others of my countrymen mutt have 
undergone, in climbing inacceflible afcenrs, in 
oppofing almoft infurmountable difficulties, and 
in wrefting by the hands of Violence, the only 
place of ftrength which the French had on the A- 
merican continent. 

Having drank three glaffes to the further fuc- 
cefs of his Majefty’s arms, the confufion of all 
the enemies of Old England, and the immortal 
memory of thofe heroes, whofe blood had en- 
nobled the field of battle, I far down to inform 
the publick of the importance of this acquifition. 

After 1 had done thefe honours to my coun- 
try, and poured a libation of tears to the memo- 
ry of the brave General Wolfe; revenge in{pired 
me with a thoufand fchemes, to deftroy the 
French flat-bottomed boats in their own har- 
bours. 

The line fair faced gentleman in the pig-tailed 
wig, as remarkable for his Dublin accent, as 
Theophraftus for his want of the Attick bad con- 
vinced meat the Bedford, with his ufual eloquence, 
that it was a point agreed on by himfelf and Mr, 
Pitt, that the French would certainly make a de- 
feent here: That the lofs of an hundred thou- 
fand men was no more to them, than a pinch 
of fnuff to him; and, by the number of flat- 
bottomed boats, and the multitude of men they 
intended to embark on this occafion, it was evi- ° 
dent that they refolved not only to make a con- 

ueft of the ifland, but if each of their men was 

pplied with a pick-axe and fhovel, it was no 
impoffible thing for them to fhovel the whole 
ifland on board their fleet, and carry it away 
with them to the continent. ‘ For, faid he, if 
* we make but the fame calculation as the M—r 
* did of the oil of the fifh, in a lave paper (which 
* by. the way was of his own compofing) we 
might demonftrate both wigan | and geo- 
metrically, thar this is mo romantick fcheme; 
no vifion of an hungry author; but worthy of 
the atteation of the great minifter, whom I am 
intimately acquainted with, having often /een 
him at his own houfe,x——when I went to vyifit 
one of his upper fervants.* 
As thefe noble -fentiments had made 4 deep 
impreffion on my mind, I could not help turn- 
ing my thoughts on the poffibility of thefe boats 
eluding Our men of war, and the confequences 
of their making a defcent upon this land of Li- 
berty. Yet it feemed fomething very drole, that 
the French fhould imagine their {mall craft would 
ftrike us with terror, when their firlt rates were 
our jeft in their own ports, and under the pro- 
tection of their ftrongett fortrefles. 

The valour and vigilance of Hawke, the intve- 
pidity and fidelity of all the officers and failors 
on board his fquadron, together with the timidi- 
ty of the Frenc commanders, were the objeés 
which employed my mind when fleep {tole upon 
me. 

The train of thought which I was engaged in 
when awake, continued in my flumbers. And the 
firt objeé&t which prefenred itfelf to my imagina- 
tion, was a vaft engine, conftructed on Bilhop 
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* The Bu/y body fet out from his lodgings on 
the night of the illuminations for the conquett of 
Quebec, to purfue the triumph, from face to face, 
to fee its different effects upon the different ranks 
of people, and increafe his own fatisfaétion, as 
if by refleétion from theirs. As he was proceed- 
ing with a ftately pace, and with all the folemni- 
ty of a newly-acquired and confcious dignity, he 
heard a hiffing noife in one of the tails of bis 
Wig ; and looking about, foon perceived a ftream 
of fire dafhing from his right ear: He fled, it 
followed ; he fhook his head, it was pinned too

Wilkins’s principles, which was*made ufe of to 
tranfport the flat-bottomed boats over the Englifh 
fleet. Asthe Bifhop, in his mathematical magick, 
has proved the poffibility of making a chair to 
waft a perfon to the moon, | was hot.at all fur- 
prized to fee the boats failing in the air tull, of 
men, arms, &c. 
1 obferved them in their progrefs, dropping fome 
pieces of yellow meral; as they paffed over our 

eet; but the wind blowing very frefh at tharin- 
ftant, none of them reached the thips, but tell bes 
fide them into the ocean. Having made a chemi- 
mical analyfis of this metal during the adminiltra- 
tion of Sir * *°* * * * when it was to be met 
with in great plenty; 1 found by frequent experi- 
ments, that it abounded: with arfenical particles, 
which operated not only asa poifon, but like- 
wife as a foporific, having laid all thofe who 
touch ir afleep, as Mr. Pope has. aflersed in his 
Dunciad, and Dr. King in his Templum Liberta- 
tis. 1 could not help bleffing providence for rhe 
benevolent ftorm with arofe now, and concluded 
With the old adage, ¢ That it is a bad wind in- 
* deed, which blows no body good.’ 

Endued with that velocity of motion, which 
ufually atrends people in dreams, 1 accompanied 
the ficet of flat. borromed boars to the place deftined 
for their landing, and got on fhove before them. 
The report of their arrival wasimmediately known 
to our State Argus, who with a fagacity beyond 
applaufe had provided every thing for their re- 
ception. Had he not been before-hand with me, 
I had intended to ride poft to inform him of a 
circumftance of fo much importance. 

1 could now perceive the falutary effets of his 
fcheme for a national militia; and faw fach a nu- 
merous army of difciplined troops, that 1 was 
fufpicious of my being under a mittake, and that 
I was got into Switzerland, inftead of England. 
Butthe robuitnefs of the mien, the beautiful fcene 
which the country afforded andthe noble confci 
oufnefs of unmercenary bravery, which fhone in 
every man’s countenance, {oon convirited me, 
that I was not among troops who {old their lives 
for hire, and made flaughter the mearis of their 
fabfiftence ate om 

As | paffed thro’ the ranks of our army, I per- 
ceived a few vacant fpaces, and enquiring the rea- 
fon of it, was told that thofe gaps had been fil- 
led by fome perfors that were lured to enlift them- 
felves by the Guildhall fubfeription. Yer as thefe 
vacancies Were but very few, and the mott dange- 
rous pofts were occupied by perfons, who tere 
erirolled at that place, I thought ita circumfance 
{carce worth notice. 

The alarm which the arrival of the French 
gave thofe who dwelt near the place of their deftent, 
was notlike that which out troops occafioned at 
Cherburg, an alarm ‘of terror, Sai rather of res 
venge. They calmly took the neceflary precau- 
tions to deprive the enemy of {ubfiftence; and 
tranfported their whole ftock of catle atid ¢orn 
to the inland countties. But as French foldiers, 
as well as French princes, cart fubfift on frogs, 
when they cannot get foupe maigre, and have 
confumed all their Tmatery powder; I under- 
took the depriving them of this fuccédaneum, and 
extirpated the whole race of frogs throughout chat 
country. 

While we were employed in thefé neceffary 
precautions in this part of the kingdom, I thouglir 
the public fpirited citizens of London were no 
lefs induftrious on their parts. The money’d 
men made fuch a run upon the bank, that it was 
fuppofed, had they not been diverted from their 
private views, by a perfon of great intereft and 
teed fortune, ‘the French on their coming to 
the metropolis, would not have found a fingle 
billing in that treafury. 

At the firit landing of the French army, I un- 
dertook to enter their camp in the name of Lord 
* * *'s tutor, being both in perfon and addrefs 
very much like him. I paffed the advanced gnardé 
of the enemy very fafely; but being difcovered 
by acentinel who had been a priforier at Win- 
chefter, and together with 20,000 other captives 
had joined the enemy; I was carried to the of- 
ficer, who ordered me to be hung up on the {pot. 
The honour of dying for my country in this man- 
ner is what | would fain have, excufed myfelf 
from ; but notwithftanding all my remonftrances, 
the officer infifted on my accepting of the dignity ; 
anda halter being fixed round my neck, 1 was 





led to the next tiee, -to be hung up as an ex- 
ample, which few of my attendants had courage 
enough to copy. vis ' t 

As 1 went along immerfed in grief, the Prince 
de ** * * pafled by on horfeback,. and enquir, 
ing into the caufe of my melancholly, ordered 
me to be broughtto him with my henipen troph 
round my neck. As foon as 1 was near sneugh 
for hini to difcover my features, he cried our in 
breken Englifh, Mon Dieu! if dis be not dat Ja- 
nerot mine, who was be one of iny foot a boys; 
and vas go to Angleterre to be mi Lord dé 
** * * his usor, Gh Monfieur Janet, excufe mai 
for dat me do. nor defcend from mine horfe) 
pour voks faire des baijemains ; but youtellow dare 
take ade boliar from bis nék, and bring him) 
au de dans de mon tente. 

Alter he had fpoken thefe exhilarating expref> 
fions, I was freed from my honourable collar, and 
conduded by a picket of guards into his tent, 
where I was treated with all the civiliry that could 
be expected from a Frenchman. . His Highne(s 
was, in his own terms ravifhed to fee me, an 
very politely asked me,whar opinion the Englifh had 
of his coontreemen ? Whether | did nor rhink chat 
Mr. Pitt would be the ruin of this nation, by ta- 
king the French fettlements fo taft from them} 
that it was impoflible for Monfieut Maubert to rel 
lies fat enough in the Bruflels Gazette to keep pace 
with him? I did not much cate to anfwer any 
thing td this queftion, becatife | was of opinion, 
that the perfon he blamed was the hor efteft Mi- 
nifter that our county had produted fince the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth. He (ecing my unea 
finefs, bid me diink a health to the gredreit friend 
of this coun:ry, which I complied with; and need 
not mention who I nathed to any Englifhman, 
1 was then difcharged, with the liberty ot walking 
where I pleafed, having the good luck to have 
my patriotifm looked jypdi as 4 shark of gayety, 

In my view of tHe French army, 1 found it td 
torifift of mea who feemed raibie tranfported 
for want of fubfiftence at hottie, than With a pro- 
{pe& of retutning vitors; hiinger had imprinted 
icfelf fo ftrongly in the lineanients of their faces 
thar they feemed nore feady f e4f us than to fight 
us. They were fuch lufty jolly men, thar the or- 
naments of the furgeons hall in the Old Bailey, 
and tHe anatomy fehool at Oxford, dre the only 
objects which enable us to form any idea of their 
appearance. I was not a liule chagrined to find; 
that their corps de referve was formed of thofe 
mifcreants, who had received exorbitant falaries 
from us in the chara&ers of cooks, daticing-ma- 
fters, fidlers, haimdreffers, gentlemen, matters of 
languages, tutors; dtawittg matters, and valet 
de chambres. 

Leaving them with that difdaitt which refults 
from confcious worth, I went on board dne of 
the flat bottomed boats, and taking an inventory 
of its lading, found it ro confift of chefts of ali- 


r mentary powder, crucifixes, pater-noflers, ma(s. 


books, legends, racks, gibbets, and other mate 
rial arguments for the converfion of herétics. A 
fat monk very civilly fthewed me the plan of 4 
monattery to be built for the Jefuits ar Black- 
friers; the thumb of Thomas a Becket; 4 pitturé 
of the holy Virgin by St. Luke, jut finifhed ; a 
tear which Jefus fhed at the tomb of Lazarits ; 
the fhadow of one of the apoftles which cured a 
fick mian of 4 palfy;.one of the feathets of the 
dove which Noah fent out of the ark to make 
difcoveries; anda large filver crucifix, in the 
hollow of which was inclofed the ftalk of the fa- 
tal apple which Eve gave unto Adam: all which 
were fent by the Pope as a prefetic to Sr. Paul’s 
cathedral. I thanked the good man for his conte 
municative civility, aiid retuthed to the Prifce’s 
tent. But he being called out by 4 fadden alarin 
I took this opportunity to rifle his portmanteau, 
from whence I took this lettér, of which the fol. 
lewing is an exaé verfion, 
“« Lewis the well-beloved: To this déar coufit 
-***, grééting: As the Englifh have by their arms 
ftripped us of all thofe places which the policy of 
our premeries had acquired in atitne of profound 
peace ; and have by open Violente retaken from 
us our fortrefles dt Garee and Senegal ; our ferrles 
ments at Cape Breton, Guadaloupe, Niagara, and 
Quebeck ; befides the damages they have done to 
our town and bafon of Cherbourg dnd other places 
on our maritime coaft, the incivility they have 
fhewn to our ficets, by confining them to ou 
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harbours till they date rotten, or ifthey meet them 
in the open feas by difperfing, taking and. fink- 
ing them. Provoked «at length by thefe injuries, 
which if not prevenred from enereafing, may en- 
‘danger us in oar royal palace at Verfailles, inter- 
Tupt our serearete With Madam Pompadour, and 
turn all our adions on the continent into heaps 
of ruin. We have fentyou, in our behalf, to 
take their. towns, to deftroy their fleets, to maf- 


facre their people and make their ifand a defert. .' 
a hope that shel f ' has been made in the pofition of this corps of 


In hope that chefe our intentions will be feconded 
by your beft endeavours, we have commanded 
the twenty thoufand prifoners, now in their hands, 
to join you on your landing, and ordered a thou- 
fand mafles to be faid at our church of Notre 
Dame, for your fuccefs.” Signed Louss. 
Councerfigned Jean Faques Maria de Bourbon. 

When I had petufed this letter, I made the beft 
of my way to the Englih, whom | found en- 
gaged. They wete led to the charge by three 
perfonages, Which the French were entire ttran- 
Gers tos their’ names were Liberry, Property, and 
Reiigion. How glorioufly they animated their 
refpective corps; is better conceived than de- 
feribe) But among the variety of troops which 
exeried themfelves on this important occafion, | 
was ‘urprifed co find a body of Templars head- 
ed by a grave old Bencher, The Barrifters, who 
ferved as common men, did fo much execution 
wi their bayonets, as could never have been 
insagined by thofe, who knew how little they had 
uted cheir pens before, and how feldom they had 
Jooked inro their inftitutes. 

As 1 was making this obfervation, I heard a 
rumour fpread in the camp, that Adm. Rodney 
had burnt all the flat bottomed boats which 
brought over the French army : This news occa- 
fioning a fhout of joy, I awoke, like honeit John 
Bunyan, and behold, it was a dream, 





Since our laft arrived a Mail from Flanders. 
From the London Papers, November 1. 
Prague, October 13. 

HE Imperial and Royal Army went and en- 

camped the 6h inftant at Hoff in Saxony, 
and has made no further motion fince thar day, 
‘its left extending to Ofthaz, and its right to- 
wards Wyde. Theenemy continued in the fame 
fituation near Strehlau. _ Their camp is very ad- 
vanrageoully pofted, and not to be attacked in 
front. In order to preferve a free communica-

Our embarka- 
tion, though deferred, will neverthelefs take place, 
as foon as the weather is favourable, to Scotland, 
and our troops are all in readinefs. The Englihh 
on their fide are taking all imaginable precautions 
to oppofe our invafion, which, inftead of treating 
as a chimera, as they ufed to do, they now look 
upon not only as a thing wagg-m but even eafy 
to be put in execution, when the feafon will no 
longer permit their men of war to keep the fea. 
As to our coafts in the Mediterranean, they are 
fo well defended, that we are under no appre- 
henfion abour the defigns of the enemy on that 
fide.

Letters frony Petersbourg advife, that his Ex- 
cellency Baron Wolfe, his Britannick Majefty’s 
refident at that ‘court, died there Sept. 24th, 
aged 69. 

Letters from Venice and Paris bring a confirma- 
tion of the King of Spain's departure from Naples 
the 6th of OGober; and the latrer add, thar the 
fame day in the morning his Catholick Majefty ab- 
dicated the kingdom of the Two Sicilies in fayour 
of Prince Ferdinand, ‘his third fon. 

They write from Drefden, that they fpeculare 
extremely on their aft accountsfrom the Ruffian 
army, by which they inderftand thara great sore 
of Pruffian cavalry and buffars arrived on the banks 
of the Oder abdégedh hoar after the whole army 
had paffed ;' fo that ihiey’ fuffered no lofs at all, 
The military people of Drefden knowing the quick 
intelligence of the King of ‘Pruflia, confider this 
as a meer feint, perfuading themfelves he had no 
intention to attack tle Ruffians, and collecting 
from thence that certain conterences at Hamburg 
have not been without effed. 

Prince Henry of Pruflia having pet Field 
Marfhal Count Datify‘@ fair opportunity of fight- 
ing, if he had fo pleafed, has at length begun to 
entrench his army, inorder to prevent a furprize, 
knowing that as the feafon advances, the Auftri- 
ans wil] be obliged to their prefent firuation 
in the neighbourhood 0 Drefden ; which, if they 
are not able to-maké-him decamp before thar 
time, muft very foon: after their retreat fall into 
his hands. 

Several Princes of the Empire have reprefented 
to the court of Verfailles, that if the French ar- 
my fhould be obliged to. repafs the Rhine, they 
mutt ‘of ‘neceflity caitlude a neutralicy with the 
courts‘of Hanover and Berlin for the time that 
the war may contifiue, in order to’ prevent the 
utter ruin of their dominions, which otherwife 
would be treated with as tittle mérey as the French 
themfelves hiavye thewn to the’county of Hanau, 
ah the provinces belonging to the King of Pruf- 
ia. ; 
Letters from the Hague inform us, that the

Royal Oak privateer, of London, dated Dron- 

theim in Norway, O¢f. 20. 

«© We have been cruifing in the German ocean, 
for thefe fix weeks, but wich very little fuccefs. 
We have boarded a dozen Swedes, about twice 
thar number of Danes, and Dutchmen innumer- 
able; but though we fufpected fome of them to 
be load with French property, we had not proof 
enough to run the risk of feizing them. How 
many times fince we came out, have I wifhed for 
a Dutch war: fcarce acommon man on board our 
fhip, but would-have made his thoufands. Yefter- 
day we made a fail, and abour four in the after- 
noon came up with her. She fired a gun to lee- 
ward, and hoifted a jack half-way up her forematt, 
which we fuppofe was the fignal for her confort ; 
upon our not an{wering her, fhe immediately ftood 
off again; we continued the chace, and about half 
an hour after five came up, and gave her a broad- 
fide, which fhe returned, at the te time hoifting 
French colours; we plied her very briskly for a- 
bout 20 minutes, when an unlucky fhor carried off 
our mizen-top. This fhe immediately took ad- 
vantage of, and made all the fail fhe could. We 
foon refitted, and ftood after her. We chaced 


" her all night, but in the morning fhe was out of 


ight. She appeared to bea veffel of 24 guns, full 

of men; we could not form any notion what num- 
ber we killed on board her. We had only three 
wounded. We have put in here to repair our 
damage, and take in water, after which we fhall 
again proceed to fea.
